Once Popular Adornmént of All Sail 
and Steamer Vessels, Are Now 
Seldom Seem 

This utilitarian age has disca.ded all 
ship fittings not absolutely necessary, 
among them the storied figurehead, a 
bit of nautical furniture which has 
outl.ved every other, writes David A. 
Wasson in the Outlook. 

At the present time there are only 
three transatlantic steamships be- 
sides the Impera.or that carry figure- 
heads—all old and foreign built. The 
American liners Philadelphia and 
New York wear the presentments of 
two actresses popular when the ships 


were built. The Philadelphia's is 
flowing robes that conform to the 
sweep of the overhanging bows. The 


New York's divinity is Lilly Langtry, | 


and she barely missed violent death 
when the Hamburg-American liner 
Pretoria rammed the New York off 
Nantucket last June. ‘The  British-, 
built Oceania, recently sold to New 
York owners, is adorned with a figure 
of Aphrodite. 

Today among, the world’s sailing 
vessels a few foreign ships and barks 
proudly wear the ancient carvings, 
but the billet head, a knee or bracket 
under the bowsprit, has superseded 
the greater part of them. Possibly a 
littie conventionai scrollwork framing 
the builder's name relieves the bleak- 
ness on some trim fore-and-afters, but 
far oftener there is nothing whatever, 
The Maine three-master Mary’ B, 
Wellington, is said to be the only mer- 
chant winfljammer on the Atlantic 
coast now wearing a genuine head of 
the olden time. 

Until recently warships hav. con- 
tinued to be the most richly garjish- 
ed vessels afloat. The grand old 
fighter Olympia, which carrie] Ad- 
miral Dewey to” triumph at Manila, 
has on its sharp slicing stem a bronze 
Winged Victory holding aloft an 
eagle, the goddess herself poised on a 
fanciful golden scrollwork extending 
It was de- 
signed by Saint Gaudens and cost 
$12,000. It was partly on this account 
as well as for its gallant record, that 
the Olympia is one of the very few 
ships of our navy that are allowed to 
retain their figureheads, | 

For these decorations on the fight- 
ers have lately fallen into disfavor. 
The same order of the then secretary 
of the navy, Mr. Meyer, that turned 
all the active American warship gray 
and inconspicuous deprived them of 
the golde> figureheads that were 
wont to catch and reflect the sun's 
rays. . 
French and British warships were

To Keep Them 
On the Farm 


Teaching Agricultural in the School 
Created the Interest That Was 
Necessary 

In Wright county, lowa, we had a 
county superintendent named ben. 
sn. Mr. Benson sent out a printed 
slip asking ,the children in the rural 
schools to answer a great many 
questions. Among’ these quesiions, 
and hidden in the rest, because, per 
haps, he did not vant them to under 
stand that this was the important 
question was something like this: 
“What do you propose to do as your 
life work?” This went out to some 
five or six hundred pupils in the rural 
schools, Over 95 per cent. of the 


girls and over 85 per cent. of the 
boys, if I reme.nber the figures cor- 
rectly, declared that whatever they 


did they would heve nothing to do 
with farming when they began work 
ing for themselves. 

Now think of that, ladies and gen 
tlemen. Think of the instability of a 
society in which 90 per cent. of the 
children hive already made up their 
minds against the ching they are do 
ing, and have fully determined to do 
something else! What is the object 
of your farming’ What is there in 
it for you, to till farms, and’ make 
homes, and work hard all your lives 
when there are nine chances out of 
ten that the very people for whom 
you worked, your children, your 
dearest loved ones, will desert every- 
thing you have gotten together and 
go off and leave it? Yet this was 
the attitude of mind of 90. per cent. 
or more of the children of Wright 
county, Iowa, who were in the ‘rural 
schools, and of the girls it was over 
95 per cent. It is probably tle men- 
tal attitude of the rural] schools of 
Kansas as a body. 

_ In two years from that time Mr. 
Benson sent out the question again, 
and this thing took place: Over 90 
per cent. of the boys, the seond 
time, dnd over 82 per cent. of the 
girls declared that they expected to 
follow farming as an occupation— 
boys and girls in these same schools, 
What had made the change? There 
had been only one change made in 
the lives of these children. Their 
lives at home were just the same, 
they worked just as hard, the sur- 
roundings were just the same, the 
climate was the same, but the figures 
were just reversed, and nearly 90 
per cent. declared they were going 
to stick by tle old farm. This ts the 
thing which had been done: The 
teaching of agriculture in a practical 
way, and of domestic sciences to the 
girls, had been introduced in the 
schools of that county during those 
two years, Thit .ad made the dif- 
ference, = 

Now I think that is one of the most 
illuminating things of which I have 
ever heard. I can easily believe that 
whatever may have been the expense 
to the farmers of carrying on the 
schools of Wright county it could not 
have been an expense which they 
would have en willing to save and 
lose that change in the opinions and 
aspirations of their children. A spirtt- 
ual change like this is more import-

THAT BECAME 


SPORT OF EUROPE 


COUNT ZEPPELIN’S SINISTER LESSON OF HATRED 


How Hatred of the English has Permeated the Ruling Classes of 


j Great Britain as 


A. complete model of the city of 
Lond6n with parks, public buildings, 
cathedral and abbey all represented 
in miniature and overhead a fleet of 
mode] Zeppeling from which now and 
then toy bombs dropped, at the insti- 
gation of two little German princes, 
who were thus amusing themselves 
in a game that has gince become the 
sport of/all Europe—the game of war 
—was the sight that greete1 the Eng- 
lish governess who had just arrived 
at the royal household to take up her 
duties, It was a sight that in other 
circumstances might have been con- 
sidered ‘innocent of any motive: than 
merely to amuse, but behind.. their 
childish play, and perhaps ag yet un- 
known to themselves, there was a 
more _sinister meaning. It was the 
young prince’s first lesson of hate 
for Britain, and at revealed, as many 
things have since made clearer, how 
deep was the feeling inspired in Ger- 
man breasts against this country, and 
how they have been taught to look 
forward to ‘the day” when Britain 
would die at the feet of Germany, a 
crushed and conquered nation. This 
and other facts are vividly brought 
home to us in a remarkable book 
which has just been published by 
Messrs, Chapman and Hall, London, 
under the title of “What I Found Out 
in the House of a German Prince.” 
It is from the pen of a young English- 
woman of good birth, who, through 
her American connections and the in- 
fluence of Prince Henry of Prussia, 
was, in 1969, offered the post.of Eng- 
lish governess to two little princes, 
aged five and six years respectively, 
sons of a Royal German house. For 
obvious’ reasors the author conceals 
her own name and identity of her em- 
ployers, but her revelations are none 
the less clear and convincing because 
of that. ’ 

It was to a palace on the Rhine that 
she was sent to make the acquaint- 
ance of her charges. When she ar- 
rived there the little princes were 
playing in the garden-house, and the 
wild shriek that came across the lawn 
suggested a game of unusual attrac- 
tion. It was a strange sight, however, 
which greeted the eyes of the English 
governess. Spread out upon the floor 
was a complete model ‘of the city of 
London; parks, public buildings, cath- 
edral, abbey, all represented in minta- 
ture, while over the towers floated a 
fleet of model Zeppelins, which the 
children were manoeuvring with re- 
markable skill. ‘Worse than ever!” 
cried a man’s voice. “Never waste 
time or material. Now watch again 
the way I do it. I am ‘over Westmin- 
ster Abbey.” It was a young Prussian 
lieutenant who was supervising the 
sport, and the object was to drop toy 
bombs upon the principal buildings 
of the British metropolis. Lieutenant 
von X was somewhat taken aback 
by the presence of an unexpected 
spectator, but hastened to assure her 
that this was merely an innocent war 
game, presented to the princes by the 
inventor, Count Zeppelin. But a few 
hours’ experience proved that the 
spirit which lay behind the game was 
by no means so guileless or inoffen- 
sive. The children had been taught 
from the cradle to detest the English 
as their natural enemies, and the vld 
Scottish housekeeper, who soon made 
friends with the author, was under no 
filusions as to the sinister intent of 
this warlike sport. Indeed, the 
young lieutenant had been frankly en- 
gaged upon the premises to keep a 
military spirit afire in the breasts of 
the children. 

A visit from the Kaiser soon follow- 
ed, and to him the English governess 
was duly presented.

Russian Government to Have Monop- 
oly of Tea, Tobacco, Watches

The ways and means committee of 
the Russian Duma has unanimously 
resolved that the government declare 
a monopoly on tea, tobacco, oil, 
watches and insurance of all kinds, 
The resolution virtually assures the 
passage of the bill by the Duma, it is 

atated. 

The bill declares that hereafter 
the things named shall form the basis 
of the government revenue, which 
heretofore has been derived from the 
monopoly on vodka and from an in- 
direct tax on corn necessities, 

In Odessa and in Nikolafev, on the 
River Bug, the government has se- 
questered all the property of German 
stock companies, including factories, 
car lines, hotels and ‘tenements.

Austria can 
point to her as a ruin of the Aus- 
trian empire; and Perhaps the only 
Separation she can make in that di- 
rection after the death of the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph is the incorpora- 
tion of all German Speaking Austria 
into a fully enfranchised German 
realm, 

Russia must have the fullest satis- 
faction and cecurity ghe cares to de 
mand, that the Bosphorus and Helles 
pont shall be no more @ padlock on 
her trade and enterprise and on the 
world’s need for Russian grain and 
Russian oil. The least the western 
world can do for her in return for 
saving western civilization and restor 
ing Poland to nationhood is to provide 
her with that free access to the Med- 
iterranean which is necessary to her 
development. Belgium mest have 
territorial enlargement in several di- 
rections, France a Rhine frontier, the 
international character cf the Baltic 
Sea must be. secured for all.its limite 
rophe nat.onalities. 

And last, but not least, {n the day 
of reckoning Britain must see, shall 
see, if the press can make her (tor 
politicians’ memories are .otorious- 
ly unretentive), thai her soldiers and 
sailors (the rank and file an. not on\y 
the officers) are amply rewarded fer: 
the efforts they have made and will’ 
have made to secure for tha British 
empire a_ satisfactory and lasting 
Peace, They must be handsomely 
paid for their time of war service and 
be provided afterwards with lucrative: 
careers. We must and shall treat 
them as the Unitcd States (laughed:

A New Industry. 


Make Binder Twine From British 
' Columbia Hemp ' 

The Indians of Central British Co)- 
umbia, both those living in the coast 
villages and in the interior are in- 
genious and clever in certain crafts 
and arts. As weavers, carvers, Car- 
penters and boat builders their re- 
putation is well known, but few are 
aware that they are skilful rope 
makers. 

From the wild hemp which -is in- 
digenous to the country they make a 
very fine and exceedingly strong 
rope, with a finish which any rope 
Stray: in the world would:be proud 
of. 

At Awillgate, 
Picturesque village in the Bulkley 
Valley, close to New Hazelton, one 
of the promising towns on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific . Railway, an oppor 
tunity is given of inspecting some 
of this rope; and also a quantity.of 
the hemp in course of preparation for 
the final process. The Indians use it 
for “tracking’’ ‘their heavily laden 
canoes up the swift rivers in tow, a 
test that proves its qualities heyond 
the question of a doubt. ~ WM 

From the same hemp: the Indians 
also make a stout twine and a seyw- 
ing thread, but not so much as in for- 
mer days wien those articies were 
much more costly than they are to- 
day. The twine was used chiefly 
for making fishing nets. 

In view of the present intérest in 
Canadian industrial development, the 
question naturally ‘suggests itself, 
could not this hemp be cultivated for 
the manufacture of, say, binder twine 
for which there is such a great de-| 
mand in the agricultural regions of 
Western Canada, and for which the} 
raw material has to be imported | 
from distant countries.

Stop Traffic in Opium 


Protocol Aims at the Suppression of 
Cpium Traffic 

The protocol of the anti-opium 
convention of 1912, whicu aims at 
the suppression of the opium traffic 
and international traffic in cocaine 
and other noxious and habit-forming 
drugs, was signed at The Hague re- 
cently by Henry Van Dyke, the Amer- 
ican minister to The Netherlands; 
Ting Tsing Fow, the Chinese min- 
ister, and M. Loudon, The Nether- 
lands minister of foreign affairs. 

The affixing of t:.esa signatures to 
the protocol b ythe diplomats puts 
the convention intc immediate force 
for the signatory countries which 
comprise approximately 475,000,000 
inhabitants—China, with an estimat- 
ed population of 330,000,000; the 
United States, 100,000,000, and The 
Netherlands and her dependents, 46,- 
000,000. 

The international opium conference 
held a series of meetings at The 
Hague in June of last year. 

Before ‘adjourning the conference 
requested Foreign Minister Loudon 
to obtain ratifications from the adher- 
ing powers.

On farms and ranges in the United 
States January 1, 1915, if the estimat- 
ors of the department of agriculture 
estimate correctly there were 198,577,- 
000 farm animals—21,195,000 horses, 
4,479,000- mules, 21,262,000 milch 
cows, 37,067,000 other cattle, 49,956,- 
000 sheep and 64,618,000 swine— 
valued at $5,960,253,000. 

Compared with Junuary 1, 1914, the 
following changes are indicated: In 
the total numbers there was an in- 
crease of 7,922,000—horses contribut- 
ed 33,000 to this gain, mules 
80,000, milch cows 525,000, other cat- 
tle 1,212,000, sheep 237,000, swine 65,- 
685,000—aud $78,024,000 was added to 
the total value. 

These figures are of particular 
interest because they promise a some- 
what larger domestic meat supply 
in the near future and hold out a hope 
of lower prices for steax, mutton and 
pork.—Bo:ton Globe.

British Battleship Rescues African 
Slaves From Arabs 

A letter received from Arthur Han 
kin, now serving as wireless operator 
on a British battleship cruising of 
northeast Africa, describes the cap 
ture, in the Red Sea, of a large sail- 
ing vessel eugaged in carrying. cap 
tured African natives to Arabia to be 
sold as slaves. The letter says, in 
part: 

“There was a large canvas lying in 
her bow, and when this was raised we 
found the front of the ship packed 
with slave women and little boys. 
The poor women were scared nearly 
to death. The ,lavers had told them 
we would cut off their heads if we 
caught them, and threatened to knife 
them if they moved under the can- 
vas. 

“We had to 10ower a boat and lift 
them into it, and then raise them in 
the boat on board. So weak and 
cramped were they that they could 
hardly stand. Some men and boys 
taken off were in much better condi- 
tion, although they had been chained 
in the ship eight days. The last two 
days they had beer without food. The 
sailors from our ship had to pick 
them up bodily and carry them below. 

“When we landed, these poor peo- 
ple, after they had learne(l we were 
their saviors, fell down at the feet of 
the sailors and kissed their boots. In- 
stead of going into slavery they will 
be turned over to the convent and 
educated and then sent back to their 
native homes in Africa.”
